Upland Postwar 
Projects Listed 
In State Report 


Upland is prominently mention. 
ed in the volumnious report of the 
California state reconstruction 
and reemployment commission on 
postwar planning: 

State orriciuls made a thorough 
survey of San ‘Bernardino county 
as a “case study.” The county as 
a whole and each community. is 
discussed as to possibilities for 
post-war activities. The study 
was conducted by Ross Miller, 
gconomic analyst and Lawrence E. 
Olson, assistant to the director, C. 
H. Purcell. One of the purposes 
of the study is to “assist the people 
of. the county, not only ‘to see 
themselves as other see them’ but 
also to enable them to sharpen, 
intensify, and’ speed up the con- 
structive planning activities al- 
ready under way, and to fill-in 
the gaps.” 

Grand total of the public works 
proposed here for the (post-war 
period is $300,600, according to the 
survey report. 

Major iteiis making up the 
proposed outlay are listed as 
follows: 

Repair and maintenance of 
Ninth street, $20,000; new con- 
struction on Euclid avenue, $100,- 
000; maintenance and repair of 
Euclid avenue. pipeline, $15,000; 
enlargement of sewage disposal 
plant, $15,700. 

Construction of fire station, 
$15,000; library building, $70,000; 
widening of Nineteenth street, 
$7,000; construction of new city 
yards, $20,000.

Family Advised 


Rather than missing in action, 
Lt. Robert Marsh was killed in 
action and failed to return from 
the flight of Decemser 25, a sad 
message from Washington, D. C. 
revealed last night. 

The telegram from the war de- 
partment was received by his 
mother, Mrs. Ethel R. Marsh, 
West Sixteenth street. 

That he was missing in action 
from his base in Italy was the 
word received by his relatives here 
Monday. 

That he would return was the 
persistent hope since then but 
this prospect was blotted out with 
the telegram.that announced the 
Uplander had lost his life in a 
flight against the enemy. 

The telegram said a letter would 
follow. 

Lt. Marsh is a native of Upland 
and went into the armed forces 
after his graduation from Chaffey 
high school in 1943. He left for 
overseas duty in November as a 
navigator on a B-24 bomber. He 
was 19 years of age. 

The navigator’s father, Earl E. 
Marsh is a veteran of world war 
No. 1. 

Besides his parents, Lt. Marsh 
is survived by many local rela- 
tives. He is the grandson of Mr. 
and Mrs. William Rohrig.

PREFABRICATED 


HOUSE PRODUCED, AUDIENCE TOLD 


The United States army is build-* waffle irons for those who want 


ing prefabricated houses on an as- 
sembly line, turning out one every 
80 minutes for shipment overseas 
to the armed forces and for lend- 
lease, Clarence Gregg, president 
of ‘the Glendale Contractors as- 
sociation, told the Home Planning 
institute Wednesday evening in 
Merton E. Hill auditorium at 
Chaffey college. 

When the war is won and peace 
comes, Civilian home _ builders 
may have prefabricated houses if 
desired; he said, but added that 
assembly line houses lack indivi- 
duality. 

After the first world war, he 
stated, Thomas A. Edison pro- 
duced a prefabricated house, but 
it did not prove popular. 

All the, gadgets and conven- 
iences described in late books and 
magazines are available, too, but 
each family will have to decide 
what it wants in its home. 

The postwar house can have 
precision air cleaning equipment 
at a cost of $200, but there is the 
further cost of maintenance. 

It can have glass walls or glass 
table tops or built-in electrical 


them. 

Generally speaking, however, 
postwar building plans will follow 
established practices. More than 
1500 years ago, Mr. Gregg said 
Emperor Nero of Rome built a 
house that would be ultra-mouern 
today. 


He said the home builders can 
Save many “extras” if they will 
plan their homes with their archi. 
tects and contractors. For in- 
stance, one home builder specified 
No. 1. common floor lumber and 
then wanted the best quality after 
the floor had been laid. Others 
Specify cheap wallpaper, destroy- 
ing the effects obtained by fine 
quality in the construction. 


He suggested that builders get 
credit reports on their contractors 
before paying out money. Under 
the lien law, he said, material 
dealers are protected and can look 
to the owner to pay bills if the 
contractor does not, which some- 
times results in payment of the 
bill twice. He asked those present 
to write their assemblyman to 
have the law changed to protect 
home owners.

Tne federation recommended 
that every student not enrolled in 
vocational, technical or other 
courses with direct war value 
should take at least one designated 
national service course.

Recommendation was made that 
every able-bodied man attending 
school between 17 and 21 years of 
age attend one summer camp con- 
ducted by military authorities. | 

The federation suggested estab 
lishment of such program be post- 
poned until after the war.

‘Africa Friendly, 
Rotarians Learn 


All cities and native eenters in 
Africa he visited in the past twe 
years are friendly to the United 
States and are anxious to devel’ 
trade or barter, Capt. Leslie Boyd | 
United States army intelligence 
officer, told the Upland Rotar+ 
club members at their luncheon 
meeting Wednesday in the Upland | 
Woman's club house. 

In the Belgian Congo, he said 
he found splendid cities, well-kept 
lawns, beautiful homes and a riot 
of flowers. On a trip up the Congo 
river, he visited Elizabethville, a 
fine city of shops and homes quite 
like those of the United States. 


Capt. Boyd said he was inducted 
into the army in 1942 and almost 
immediately flew to Africa. H 
spanned the Atlantic ocean in 1¢ 
hours to Natal, an important in- 
| austrial city specializing in leather 
goods. 

His travels then took him te; 
Liberia, Belgian Congo, Gold \ 
Coast, Victoria Falls, Cairo, Al- 
giers, Point Nor and other locali- 
ties. He saw Nirobe, where big 
game hunters start their safaris 
and found giraffes, zebras, ga- 
zelles and other animals. 

Bombasa was the hottest place 
he had ever experienced, he said 
and he suffered from prickly heat 
His clothing was ‘wetter in th’ 
morning than when die took it off 
at night. Then he went to Algiers 
where it was cold with no heat 
no coal, no oil and no feod to be 
purchased in the markets. 

He visited devastated zones 
the Nile valley and at Tobruk. Tri- 
poli, Benghasi and elsewhere along 
the north African coast. He wen’ 
to Kenya colony, where Teddy 
Roosevelt, the Johnsons and other 
big game hunters had made theit 
headquarters, 

Capt. Boyd’s experiences includ- 
ed trips to Palestine, Jerusalem 
Damascus, Beirut and Istanbul 
capital of Turkey. Bagdad was 
dirty and filled with beggars anc 
it seemed the bazaars had remain- 
ed unchanged 5000 years. 

When orders came to return t- 
the United States, he made the | 
trip from South Africa to New 
York in 48 hours—a journey tha’ 
‘once took sailing vessels six tc 
eight months.
